“The purpose of a closing argument 
“trial is to allow the attorney to summarize 
his case and attempt to convince the jury 

——to—decide the case in a particular way. 
Several Illinois cases stand forthe proposi~ 
tion that closing arguments are not to” 
make reference to a defendant's possible 
criminal conduct in the future. To sugges} 
future criminal conduct could be regarded 
as reversible error on appeal and result in 
the jury’s verdict being, overturned. 

In one recent case, a defendant was con- 
victed of driving under the influence of 
alcohol after a jury trial. He was placed on 
probation for-a period of one year. In 
closing argument, the State’s Attorney- 
made this statement, ‘This case is impor- 
tant to the Defendant, and it's-equally im- 
portant to you and your families because 
it’s you-and | that drive the highways of 
Scott County day in and day out. You've 
got to-ask-yourself,do k-want to meet-(the 
Defendant) on the highway the way he was? ~ 
driving some evening? Do. you want your 
son or daughter to meet him on’ the 
highway?”" The defendant maintained the 
State-committed reversible error by com- 
ments made in the closing argument.
